Soon, St. Edward students will 
not be able to use that excuse anymore. 
They will be able to access the SEHS 
library catalog at any time from any com¬ 
puter having internet access. The catalog 
will be online, just like it is at local public 
libraries. 

This is made possible because of 
funds from an LSTA Grant (Library 
Services and Technology Act), benefiting 
students by upgrading the existing library 
automation and improving resources used 
in the library at St. Edward. 

Funds amounting to more than 
$820,000 have been issued to area schools 
that are members of the Lakeshore 
Northeast Ohio Computer Association 
(LNOCA). St. Edward, a member of 
LNOCA, will receive a portion of this 
grant, which will significantly enhance the 
operation of the library.

On December 14, at half time of 
the St. Edward High School versus Toledo 
St John basketball game, St. Edward 
President Br. Peter Graham, C.S.C., offi¬ 
cially announced plans for the Alumni 
Sports Complex which is to be located in 
the rear of the school. The initial cost esti¬ 
mate for the construction is $2 million, 
with groundbreaking planned for next 
year. According to Athletic Director, Mr. 
Paul Michalko, “When completed, this 
facility will be a premier sports complex, 
the best facility in Northeast Ohio.” 

The new state-of-the-art sports 
complex will be a significant upgrade 
from the current facilities. It will include 
an all-purpose artificial turf athletic field 
and a 8-lane all-weather track, which con- 


The grant money provided will 
enable the school to revamp several areas 
of the library. Additional improvements 
include new barcodes to accommodate the 
new automation system and new soft¬ 
ware/equipment purchases of two more 
computers, one additional laser printer, a 
new scanner, and a portable barcode read¬ 
er. 

Also, currently available for use 
by students, is access to INFOhio databas¬ 
es and Gale Student Resource Center 
Bronze, including search results from 
over 8,000 biographies, 80 historical 
essays, literature criticism for more than 
1,000 authors, and over 15,000 photos and 
other graphics. Students just need to ask 
for the yellow bookmark that indicates the 
username and password to use from home. 

Work for the grant began in 
January 2002. The grant itself runs from 
October 1, 2002, to September 31, 2003. 
By then, all improvements will be up and 
running.

SEHS ought to focus on humanities

St. Edward High School has been 
my home for almost four years. My deci¬ 
sion to attend St. Edward was based on its 
reputation for a strong academic tradition 
coupled with the unique sense of school 
pride that generally avoids the sort of 
haughtiness that tends to define other reli¬ 
gious high schools in Northeast Ohio. 
This distinctive combination presented the 
image of a school committed to academic 
development, athletic prowess, and artistic 
prominence in an even balance. Upon 
enrolling at St. Edward, I found that the 
“AAA” image was no accident. Indeed, 
through endeavors like the SAC, The Jack 
Kahl Student Life & Leadership Center, 
the Pre-Engineering program, renovation 
of the art rooms, reinvention of the sched¬ 
ule, plans for a “Field of Dreams,” and, 
most recently, preliminary plans for The 
Joseph and Helen Lowe Pre-Engineering 
and Technology Center the school has 
demonstrated its propensity for change 
and its openness to new pathways for suc¬ 
cess. However, there is something con¬ 
spicuously lacking in this scheme of rein¬ 
vention: Liberal Arts. 

I can certainly appreciate that the 
school has taken upon itself the challenge 
of integrating a rigorous and one-of-a-kind 
emphasis on engineering into its curricu¬ 


lum. Since engineering is such a burgeon¬ 
ing field of study, the school’s attempt to 
be on the cutting edge of secondary school 
engineering programs in this region is both 
logical and beneficial for the students. But 
there are those who will not benefit from 
this program and I fear that students who 
have more interest in philosophy, sociolo¬ 
gy, international history, politics, econom¬ 
ics, and the other liberal arts will become 
increasingly disillusioned by the linearity 
of the school’s evolution. 

Granted, we do not have the staff 
to warrant a massive overhaul of the social 
sciences department; we cannot offer com¬ 
prehensive liberal arts education; and all 
of the developmental plans for the school 
are positive. However, if the administra¬ 
tion and development teams at the school 
do not begin reaching out to students with 
a myriad of non-mathematic interests, St. 
Edward will begin to resemble an intense¬ 
ly specialized institution as opposed to a 
comprehensive college preparatory high 
school. Though these developments in 
engineering are positive for career training 
and integrated programs with other 
schools, so too would an extended effort to 
create legitimate courses like AP European 
History, Introduction to Philosophy, 
Sociology, or Economics. It is true that the 


school made an effort to integrate a broad¬ 
er choice of electives into the social stud¬ 
ies curriculum, but, the fact is, courses like 
philosophy or economics cannot be taught 
in one term and many of the courses faded 
quickly due to sundry problems. By 
developing a humanities based program 
from the top down, as opposed to starting 
with the students, interest in new courses 
of study can be cultivated, as opposed to 
relying upon prior interest in areas that 
many students have little exposure to until 
college. 

I must congratulate the school on 
its attempts to develop a pre-engineering 
program unique to northeast Ohio. 
Though, in the same breath, I express deep 
concern that, by so intensely focusing on 
one area of study, the academic environ¬ 
ment begins to become unbalanced and 
can start to tarnish the well-rounded image 
that attracts so many top students. 
Conclusively, I hope that the years to come 
will bring success to all SEHS programs in 
addition to innovative approaches for 
developing a humanities based program 
that, with little negative systemic impact, 
can bring great benefit to the students and 
to the St. Edward community.

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Homeless on the streets of Cleveland

Last week Mr. Reiling and four¬ 
teen SEHS juniors and seniors went on an 
overnight outing, in downtown Cleveland, 
to simulate a day of homelessness. We 
were asked to bring four dollars in change, 
to dress in ragged, beat-up clothing, and to 
carry all our necessary belongings around 
in a bag with us everywhere we went. The 
purpose of this trip was to learn what liv¬ 
ing on the streets of Cleveland is like. 

After school on Thursday the 
12th we took the 326 bus to the Ohio City 
neighborhood. We ate free meals at 


hunger centers for the homeless, including 
the Franklin Circle Christian Church, the 
West Side Catholic Center and St. 
Herman’s House of Hospitality. We visit¬ 
ed downtown spots like The Flats, Public 
Square, Tower City, and several other 
sites. 

During our visits to hunger cen¬ 
ters and shelters we sampled homelessness 
first-hand. While there, we took an inti¬ 
mate look at the face of poverty. We were 
able to talk and eat with the homeless citi¬ 
zens of Cleveland. I was surprised by the 


kindness and hospitality shown by most of 
these people. “I met better people today 
than I would have on any regular day,” 
said junior Rob Parkinson, reflecting back 
on the day’s events. “I felt a sense of 
camaraderie and love among these peo¬ 
ple,” senior Charlie Djordjevic mentioned. 
“I have strong feelings of guilt, because 
we have so much and they have so little,” 
admitted junior Nick McCann. 

Most of our time was spent look¬ 
ing for a good place to sit, attempting to 
ride the elevators to the top of the BP 


building, playing homeless-themed board 
games, panhandling, getting kicked out of 
hotels, engaging in political argument, and 
walking. At about two p.m. on Friday we 
took the 326 bus back home. As a result of 
this trip I now have much more respect for 
the less fortunate, and I know my way 
around downtown Cleveland. I went 
home from this trip knowing that I had 
learned much more on this day of “home¬ 
lessness” than I would have in any day at 
school.
